HIS MAIESTY 
being Preſent. 


He High Shrtiffe, Gentlemen, Free- 
holders, and Inhabitants of the Coun- 
ta ty of its, haveagreed wich His Ma- 
3 jeſty to pay,by way of loane during 
the ſpace ofa Month, a weekly Con- 
tribution of twelve hundred pounds 
by the Week, towards the maintenance of the Kin 

Army, out of that County, tobe proportionably 
layd up6 all the parts of the County,in ſuch manner, 
and according to ſuch ponparnnny as by che _—_ 
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(2) 
and uſuall Courſe of the ſeverall parts of the Coun. 
ys Rates ſaid upon the County have been rated and 
evied. 

Andthat cach Souldier ſhall pay tor his proyig. 
on, for his hotſe,theſe rates following,viz, 

Oates '1* 6% the Bulhell, 
Peaſcand Beans 28 the Bufhe)l, 
Hay 54 the Tod. 

Graſle 2s 64 che Week. 

And His Majeſty is gratiouſly pleaſed to grary, 
that no Officer ſhall preſſeor take any Horſes, &that 
ifany lofle or dammage ſhall happeto any ot the [n. 
habicants, either intheir Horſes, or other Cattell,or 
inany of their Proviſions or other goods, by any of 
the Kings Souldiers, that ſuch Loſſe or Dammage 
ſhall be _ and recompenced to the party ſuffer. 
ing,,out of the ſaid weekly loane, and that the Trea- 
furers for the Regimear, ſhall _— to afligne 
the faid fatisfaFion. And if the Loſſeand Dammage 
amount to more then the party Damaified in his 
own particular ſhould pay for that week ; thenthe 
Reparationto be made up and repayed tothe party 
gricved by the ſaid Treaſurers,or one of them, And 
ifany Hundred, Pariſh, or particular Perſon ſhall 
make default of payment, that Hundred, Pariſh, or 
Perſon fo making default, ſhall be leftto the care and 
diſcretion of the Commander of. that part of the 
Kings Army aextto the place where ſuch default 
ſhall be, and for the ſupply of whoin that part ſhall 
be allotted. 

That no manner ofFreeQuarter,or Billetcing,ſhal 
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(3) 
betaken by or forany Horſe or Foot Souldiers, nor 
any Tax, Charge,or Compoſition whatſoever,ſhall 
be laid upon or required from any Inhabitant of this 
County, without preſent payment for the ſame in 
Mony, as they fhall agree by conſent, except only 
for Houlc-roome, accordingto the quality of the 
Perſon Billited, and of the Perſon in whoſe houſe he 
is ſo Billited, and except for Fire and Candle, ſuch 
as the Maſter, Miſtrefle or Dame of the Family uſe 
for themſelves and their own Family. 

And thetthere be no more Souldiers Billited in 
any Houſe, thenthe ſaid Houſe will conveniently re. 
ceive, And that noQuarter-Maſter ſhall quarter any 
Men jnany Houſe without the aſſiſtance of the Of- 
ficer of that place, 

That no Women, Boyes,or Children following 
the Army, bee admitted from henceforth ro have 
Houſe-roome, unleſle it be by conſent, and by com. 
poſition with the owner ofthe Houſe for the ſame, 

That the ColleQors tor the ſeverall Hundreds, 
ſhall trom time totime pay and deliver tothe Trea- 
ſurers,1ohn Pleydell,Elquire,8& William Fiſher,Gent, 
the weekly ColleRions to them affigned. And they 
the ſaid Treaſurers fhall pay to the ſaid Captaines 
and Souldiers, fuck mony weekly as is aſſigned unto 
them. If any Captaine or Souldier ſhall faile ro pay 
his Billet for the time paſt, then the ſaid Treaſurers 
or one of them (hall defaulke outof his pay ſo offen. 
ding, fo much mony, as may ſatisfy his Quarter for 
thetime paſt. Andthe ſaid Treaſurers ſhall be freed 
and diſcharged from Quarterivg any Officers or 
Souldiers intheir own houſes. 
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(4) 
That theſc Agreements be (ctled by Order of the 
Councellof Varre, and centred with the Secretary 
ofthat Councell, to the endthat all Commanders, 
Officers,and Souldicrs, may take knowledge of and 
obſerve the ſame. | 

And it is further defired by the County , on their 
behalfe, that the Lords and others His Majeſties 
Commiſſioners, would by their Order, as much as 
. In them lyeth,confirme the ſame, and give life tothe 
dueexecutionthereof, and that His Majeſty,by Hig 
Royall Proclamation, will be pleaſed to Command 
the due Execution and Obſervation thereof, in all 
the parts thereof, And His Mafeſty having peruſed 
theſe Agreements, and declared His Gratious Ap. 
probation thereof, now according to the Requeſt 
made on the behalte of the County, The Lords and 
others His Majcſties Commiſſioners doe order, That 
they will be ready togive their beſt aſſiſtance, thar 
theſs Agreements ſhall be duely oblerved, That 
they will conſtantly meet in the Audit-houlſe, there 
to receive the Complaints of the County , ifthere 
ſhallbe Caulſc,and as chere ſhall be Cauſe ro Recom- 
mend the redrefle of what ſhall be amiſſ* in any 
part,cicherto the Kings Majeſty, orto the Councell 
of Warre, ifthe Lords themſelves ſhall not have the 
meanes otherwiſe to redrefſe the ſame, All which 
His Majeſty doth very well approve off, and doth 
Command itto be Printed and publiſhed in every 
Church and Chappell of the County, tothe end , 
that notice being generally taken thereof , all Per- 
ſons of all qualities whoavit doth or may concerne, 


may apply themſeclvesto the performance —_" :

And further, His Majeſty being defirous that fo 
good a worke may not periſh in the Execution, which 
is the life of all good ations, doth by His Royall 
Proclamation Declare, That as He doubteth not, but 
that the Inhabitants of this County will on their 
parts obſcrve the ſame, and will continue it as long 
as the neceffity ſhall continue, (which His Majeſty 
will by all poſſible meanes He can, endeavour to 
ſhorten and eaſe, » ſo He doth ſtrictly Charge and 
Command, That on the part of the Souldiers, the 
ſame be duly obſerved; and that if any Souldier, of 
what quality ſoever, preſume to break theſe Agree. 
ments, or to offend contrary to the ſame, that every 
ſuch Offender ſhall be ſeverely proceeded againſt, 
according tothe quality of his offence , that by the 
exemplary puniſhment of ſome, others may be war. 
ned, and deterred from committing the like ; His 
Majeſty being Reſolved,as onthe one fide, to Puniſh 
thoſe who will not be admoniſhed, according tothe 
due courſe of luſtice, ſo onthe other fide, to Reward 
thofe who have and ſhall deſerve well by their good 
examples , according to their ſeverall qualities and 
deſervings, as ſoon as it ſhall pleaſe God to enable 
Him thereunto. Given at His Majefies Court at 
Oxford, the firſt dey of December, inthe Ninteenth 
geareof His Majeflies Raigne. 1643.
